ACT 
to provide for the acquisition and transfer of the undertakings of Hindustan Tractors 

Limited, "Vishwamitri , Vadodara, for the purpose of ensuring the continuity of 
production of goods which are vital to meet the needs of the general public and 
for matters commected therewith or incidental thereto . 


WHEREAS Hindustan Tractors Limited , Vishwamitri , Vadodara are 
engaged in the manufacture and distribution of tractors which are vital to 
meet the needs of the general public ; 

AND WHEREAS the management of the undertakings of Hindustan 
Tractors Limited was conducted in a manner highly detrimental to the 
public interest and had suffered heavy losses ; 

AND WHEREAS themanagementof the undertakings of Hindustan Trac 
tors Limited was taken over by the Central Government under section 18A 
of the Industries (Developroent and Regulation ) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951); 

AND WHEREAS it is necessary to acquire the undertakings of Hindustan 
Tractors Limited to ensure the continuance of the production of goods 
which are vital to meet the needs of the general public ; 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -ninth year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 


CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. Skort tillo and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the Hindu 
stan Tractors Limited (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) Act, 
1978. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st day of April , 1978 . 
2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a). " appointed day ” means the 1st day of April, 1978 ; 

(b ) " Authorised Controller" means the Gujarat Agro Industries 
Corporation Limited , Ahmedabad, which took over the management of the

(f) . " Custodian " means the Custodian appointed under subsection 
( 3 ) of section 10 to take over , or carry on , the management of the under. 
takings of the Company ; 

(g) " date of taking over" means the date on which the manage 
mient of the undertakings of the Company was taken over by the Autho. 
rised Controller ; 

( h ) " Government Company " has the meaning assigned to it by 
section 617 of the Companies Act, 1950 ( 1 of 1956 ) ; 

(i) " notification " means a notification published in the Official 
Gazette ; 

(j) " prescribed ” .means prescribed by rules made ûnder this Act ; 

(k ) " specified date " , means such date as the Central Government 
may, for the purpose of any provision of this Act, by notification , 
specify and different dates may be specificd for different provisions of 
this Act; 

(1) " State Government" means the State Government ofGujarat; 

(m ) words and expressions - used herein and not defined but 
defined in the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ), shall have the meanings, 
respectively, assigned to them in that Act . 

.. CHAPTER II 
ACQUISITION AND TRANSFER OF THE UNDERTAKINGS OF THE COMPANY 

3. Transfer to and vesting in the Central Government of the undertakings of 
the Company .-- On the appointed day, the undertakings of the Company, 
- and the right, title and interest of the Company in relation to its under 

takings, shall, by virtue of this Act, stand transferred to , and shall vest in , 
the Central Government. 
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4. General offect of westing.- ( 1) The undertaking of the Company 
referred to in section 3 shall be deemed to include all assets, rights, lcago 
holdi, porners, authorities and privileges, and all property, movable and 
immovable , including landi, buildings, workshops, stores, instruments , 
machinery and equipment, bank balances, cash balances, cash on hand , 
reserve funds, levestments and book debts and all other rights and interests 
in , or arising out of, such property as were immediately before the 
appointed day in the ownership , possession , power or control of the Com 
pany, whether within or outside India , and all books of account, registers 
and all other documents c ? whatever nature relating thereto and shall be 
deemed to include the liabilities and obligations specified in subsection (2 ) 
of section 5 . 

(2) All property as aforesaid which , have vested in the Central 
Government under section 3 shall, by force of such vesting, be ficed and 
discharged from any trust, obligation , mortgage, charge, licn and all other 
encumbrances affecting them , and any attachment, injunction , decree or 
order of any court, tribunal, officer or other authority restricting the use of 
such property in any manner shall be deemed to have been withdrawn . 

(3 ) Where any licence or other instrument in relation to the under 
takings of the Company had been granted at any time before the appointed 
day, to the Company by the Central Government, a State Government or 
any other authority, the Central Government, the State Government of 
Gujarat or, as the case may be, the Government company in which the 
right, title and interest of the Company in relation to its undertakings have 
vested under section 7, shall , on and from the appointed day, be deemed to 
be substituted in such liceace or other instrument in place of the Company 
referred to therein as if such licence or other instrument had been granted 
to it and shall hold such licence or the undertakings or any part thereof 
specified in such other instrument for the remainder of the period for which 
the Company would have held such licence or undertakings or any part 
thereof under such other instrument. 

(4 ) Every mortgagee of any property which has vested under this Act 
in the Central Government and every person holding any charge, lien or 
other interest, in or in relation to any such property, shall give within 
such time and in such manner as may be prescribed , an intimation to the 
Commissioner of such mortgage, charge, lien or other interest. 
1; (5 ) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the mort 
gagee of any property . referred to in subsection ( 4 ) or any other person 
holding any charge, lien or other interost in , or in relation to , any such 
property shall be entitled to claim , in accordance with his rights and 
interests , payment ofthe mortgage money or other dues, in whole or in 
part, out of the amounts specified in section 8 , and also out of the monics 
determined under section 9 , but no such mortgage, charge, lien or other 
interest shall be enforceable against any property which has vested in the 
CentralGovernment.

(3) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that, 

(a ) save as otherwise expressly provided in this section or in any 
other provisi in of this Act, no liability , including and liability arising 
out of any guarantee given by the State Government in respect of any 
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loan or advance given to the Company but not including tho liability 
specified in subsection (2 ), of the Company in relation to its under 
takings in respect of any period prior to the appoi ted day, shall be 
entorceable against the Central Government, or the State Government, 
or where the undertakings of the Company are directed , under 
section 7 , to vest in a Government company , against that Government 
company ; 

(b ) no award , decree or order of any court, tribunal, officer or

6. Vesting of the undertakings of the Company in the State Government of 
Gujarat.- (1) Notwi hstanding anything contained in section 3 and 4 , the 

CentralGovernment shall, as soon as may be , after the commencement of 
-this Act, direct, by notification , that the undertakings of the Company, 
and he right, title and interest of the Company in relation to its under 
takings, which have vested in the Central Government under section 3 
and such of the liabi ities of the Company as a e specified in subsection 
(2) of section 5. shall, in tead of continuing to vest in the Central Govern 
ment, vet in the State Government of Gujarat either on the date of the 
notification or on such earlier or later date (not being a date earlier than 
the appointed day ) as may be specified in the notification . 

(2 ). Where the rieht, title and interest of the Company in relation 
to its undertakings and the liabilities of the Company specified in subsection 
( 2 ) of sertion 5 vest in the State Gvernment under subsection (1) , the 
State Government shall, on and from the date of such vesting, be . 
die ned to have become the owner in rela ion to such 

undertakings, 
and all the rights and liabilities of the Central Go ernment in relation 
to such under taking: shall , on and froin the date of such . vesting, be 
deem d to have become the rights and liabilities, respectively, of the State 
Government. 

7. Power of State Government to direct desting of the undertakings of the 
Company in a Government Company .-- 1) Notwithstanding anything contained 
in sections 3 , 4 and 6 , the State Government may , if it is satisfied that a 
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Government company is willing to comply, or has comphed , with ruch 
terms and conditions as that. Government may think fit to impose, direct, 
by notification , that the undertakings ff the Company, and the right, title 
an interest of the Company in relation to its undertakings and such of the 
liabilities of the the Company as are specified in subsection (2 ) of section 5, 
which have vested in the Central Government under section 3 and ( there 
after in the State Government under section 6 shall, instead of continuing 
to vest in the State Government, vest in the Government company either 
on the date of the notification or on such carlier or later date (not being a 
date earlier than the appointed day) as may be specified in the notification . 

(2 ). Where the right, title and interest , and the liabilities specified 
takings vest in a Government company under subsection (1), the Govern . 
ment company shall, on and froin the date of such vesting, be deemed to 
have become the owner in relation to such undertakings, and all the rights 
and liabilities of the Central Government or the State Government in 
relation to such undertakings shall, on and from the date of such veiting , 
be deemed to have become the rights and liabilities , s espectively, of the 
Government company . 


CHAPTER III 


PAYMENT OF AMOUNTO 


8. Payment of amount. For the transfer to , and vesting in , the Central 
Government, under section 3, of the undertakings of the Company and the 
right, title and interest of the Company in relation to its undertakings, there 
shall be given by the Central Government to the Coinpany, in cash , and 
in the minner specified in Chapter VI, an amount of rupees one hundred 
and fifty lakhs. 

9. Payment of further amount.---(1) For the deprivation of the Company 
of the management of its undertakings, there shall be given to the Company 
by the CentralGovernment an amount calculated at the rate of rupees, 
fifty thousand per annum for the period commencing on the date of taking 
over and ending on the appointed day . 

(2) The amo..ntspecified in section 8 and the amount determined 
unde: subsection (1) sha : carry simple interest at the rate of four per cent 
per anntım !ci the period commencing on the appointed day and ending 
on the date on which payment of such amounts is made by the Central 
Government to the Commissioner.

Government Company on this accountwere an unsecured debt. 

(4 ) No mortgage , charge, lien or other encumbrance in relation to 
the undertakings of the Company or any part thereof shall be binding on 
the Central Government, the State Government or the Government 
company, if such mortgage, charge, lien or other encimbran je was 
created , at any time during the period in which the Authorised Coutroller 
was, and the Central Government, the State Government or he Govern 
ment company, as de case may be is, prevented , by any decrec, order 
or injunction of any court or otherwisc, from taking over the management 
of the undertakings or any part thereof . 

13. Accounts. --The Custodian , shall maintain accounts of the under

CHAPTER .VI 

COMMISSIONER OF PAYMEN18 
16. Appointment of Commissioner of Payments.- (1) The Central Govern. 
ment shall, for the purpose of disbursing the amounts payable to the Company 
under sections8 and 9, by notification , appoint a Commissioner of Payments. 

(2 ) The CentralGovernment may appoint such other persons as it

17. Payment by the Central Governmetit to the Commissioner.- (1 ) The 
CentralGovernment shall, within thirty days from the specified date, pay , in 
cash , to the Commissioner , for payment to the Company

(b ) an amount equal to the aniount payable to the Company 
under section 9 . 

(2 ) A deposit account shall be opened by the Central Government in 
favour of the Commissioner, in the Public Account of India, and every .

19. . Claims to be made to ths Commissioner.-Every person having a claim 
against the Company shall prefer such ciain before the Commissioner 
within thirty days from the specificd date : 

Provided that if the Comunissioner is satisfied that the claimant was 
prevented by sufficient cause from preferring the claira within the said 
period of thirty days, he may entertain the claim within a further period 
of thirty days and not thereafter . 


20. Priority of claims.--The claims arlsing out of the matters specified 
in the Schedule shall have priorities in accordance with the following 
principles, namely: 

(a ) Category I shall have precedence over all other Categories 
and Category II shall have precedence over Category III, and so on; 

(b ) the claims specificd in each of the Categories, except Category 
III, shall rank equally and be paid in full, but, if the amount is 
insufficient to meet such claims in full, they shallabate in equal 
proportions and be paid accordingly ; 

(c) the liabilities specified in Category III shall be discharged, 
subject to the priorities specified in this section , in accordance with the 
terms of the secured loans and the priority, inter 56, of such loans ;

(d) the question of discharging any liability with regard to a 
matter specified in a lower Category shall arise only if a surplus is le 
after meeting all the liabilities specified in the immediately, higher 
Category . 

21. Examination of claims.-- (! ) On receipt of the claims made under 
section 19, the Commissioner shall arrange the claims in the order of 
priorities specified in the Schedule and examine the same in accordance 
with such order of prioritics . 

( 2) If , on examination of the claims, the Commissioner is of opinion 
that the amount paid to him under this Act 18. not sufficient to meet the 
liabilties specified in any lower Category, he shall not be required to 
examine the claims in respect of such lower Category .. 

22. Admission or rejection of claims- (1) After examining the claims 
with reference to the priorities set out in the Schedule, the Commissioner 
shall fix a date on or before which cvery claimant shall file the proof of his 
claim failing which he will be excluded from the benefit of the disbursement 
made by the Commissioner . 

(2) Not less than fourteen deys notice of the date so fixed shall be given 
by advertisemen : in one issue of a daily newspaper in the En ; lish language 
and in one issue of such daily newspaper in the regional language as tho 
Commissioner may consider suitable and every such notice shall call upon 
the claimant to file the proof of his claim with the Commissioner within the 
timespecifcd in the advertisement. 

( 3) Every claimant who fails to file the proof of his claim within the 
time specified the Commissioner shall be excluded from th : disbursements 
made by the Commissioner . 

(4 ) The Commissioner shall, after such investigation asmay, in his 
opinion , be necessary and after giving the Company an opportunity of 
refuting the claim and after giving the claimant a reasonable opportunity 
of being heard, in writing, admit or reject the claim in whole or in parte

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(5) The Commissioner shall have the power to regulate his own 
procrdure in all matters arising out of the discharge ofhis functions, include 
ing the pace or places atwhich he will ho d his sittings and shall, for the 
purpose ofmaking an investigation under this Act, have the same powers as 
are vested in a civil court under the Code of Civil Procedure ,1908 (5 of 1908 ), 
while trying a suit, in respect of the following matters, namely: 

(a) the summoning and enforcicg the attendance of any witness 
and examining him on oath ;

Provided that where a person who is a Judge of a High Court is 
appointed to be the Commissioner, the appeal shall lie to the High Court of 
Guj.rat, and such appeal shall be heard and disposed of by not less than two 
Judges of that High Court. 

23. Disburs ment of amount by the Commissioner to claimants. - After

24. Disbursement of amounts to the Company.- 1). Tf, out of the monies 
paid to him in relati-n to the undertakings of the Company, there is a 
balance left after meeting the list ilities, as specified in the Schedule , the 
Commissioner shall disburse such balance to the Company . 

(2 ) Where the possession of any machinery , equipment or other

(a ) "« The Act” means the Wildlife (Protection ) Act, 1972, (Central 
Act 53 of 1972); 

(b ) “ Bag limit ” meansthe maximum number of different species of 
wild animals that holder of a particular kind of hunting licence can hunt; 

(c) " Chairman ” means the Chairman of the Board ; 
(d ) “ Form " means a Form appended to these rules ; 

(c ) " Licensee ” means the holder of a licence, granted under the 
Act; 

(f) " Section " means a section of the Act; 
(g ) :“ State Government" means Government of Kerala ; 
(h ) " Year" means the calender year; 

(i) Words and expressions used but not defind in these rules shall 
have the meaning respectively assigaed 10 them in the Act,

CHAPTER II 
WILDLIFE ADVISORY BOARD. 


3. Term of Office:-- The term of office of a member of the Board shall 
be three years from the date of his appointment. 
4. Resignation :-(1) A rernber of the Board 

may resign hisoffice 
by writing under his hard addressed to the Secretary to Government, in 
charge of Forests. 

(2 ) The office of a member of the Board shall fall vacant from the 
date on which his resignation is accepted, or on the expiry of thirty days 
from the date of receipt of intimation of resignation , whichever is earlier.

( a) if he is of unsound mind and stands so declared by a competent

(c) if he is convicted of a grave criminal offence, or 

(a ) . if, without the leave of the Chairman , he fails to attend more 
than thres successive meetinzs of the Board, or 

(e ) if he is convicted of any offence under the "Kerala Forest 
Act, 1951 (4 of 1962) : or the: Wildlife ( Protection ) Act, 1972 (Central . 
Act 53 of 1972).

(c) hunt any wild animal with chemicals, explosives, nets 
pitfalls, poisons/posioned-weapons, snares. or traps, except in so far as they 
relate to the capture of wild animals under a Wild Animal Trapping 
licence ; 

(d ) hunt any special game or big game other than with a rifle , 
unless specially authorised by the licence to hunt with a shot-gum using 
single -slug bullets; 

(e) for the purpose of hunting , set fire to any vegetation ; 

(f) use any artificial light for the purpose of hunting , except when 
specially authorised to do so under a licence in the case of carnivora over 
4 ackni; 

(g ) hunt any wild animal during the hours of night, that is to say, 
between sun set and sun rise, except when specially authorised to do so 

under a lieence in the case of carnivora over a kill; 
.. (h ) hunt any wild animal on a salt lick or water hole or other 

drinking place or on path or approach to the same except randgrouse and 
-water -birds; 

(i) hunt any wild animal on any land not owned by Government, 
without the consent of the owner or his agent or the lawful occupier of such 
jand ; 

( ) hunt any wild animal during the closed time referred to in 
section 16 ; 

(k ) hunt, with the help of dogs, any wild animal except water 
bird ; chakor, partridge or quail. 

(3 ) The wild animal trapping licence shall specify the method that 
would be permitted for the capture of the wild animal specified therein and 
the conditions under which the wild animal could be trapped and shall be 
subject to the restrictions imposed by section 17. 

(4) A holder of a spcial game hunting licence, a big game hunting 
licence or a small game hunting licence shall not sell or barter to any person 
any animal shot by him or any meat or uncured trophy derived therefrom . 

(5) (a ) Any person who is entitled to hunt a dangerous animal 
under a special game hunting licence or a big game hunting licence and 
who wounds such animal shall kill the sume. 

(b ) On his failure to do so, lis shall forthwith inform in writing 
the issuing officer and the Divisional Forast Officer of the area in which such 
occurrence had taken place, giving reasons why the wound :d animal could 
not be tracked and killed and he shall also inform the Panchayat of the 
adjoining area of the existence of the wounded animal in the neighbourhood. 

(6 ) For the purposes of a special game hunting licence and a big 
game hunting licence an aninral which has been wounded and lost shall be 
deemed to have been hunted under the icence, and the licensee shaN for 
feit the right to hunt another specimen in the place of the one wounded 
and lost, 


(7) (a ) The trapping of wild animals specified in Schedule I or 
Part II of Schedule I to the Act shall not be permitted unless the Chief Wild 
life Warden is satisfied for reasons to be recorded in writing that such trapping 
is necessary under the provisions of subsection (i) of section 11 or of section 12 . 

(b ) A holder of the wild animal trapping licence, unless specifically 
permitted so to do , shall not trap such animal in shooting blocks referred to 
in Rule 22 and Government Forests. 

(8 ) Government Forests cannot be beaten without permission of the 
Divisional Forest Officer. 

(9) Any machan or pit consructed with the permission of the 
competent authority for purpose of hunting shall immediately be dismantled 
or filed on the completion of hunting . 

(10 ) Ali trophies which had been killed or captured in contravention 
of che cerditions of the licence including specimens smaller than the minimum 
dimensions specified , shall be deemed to be Government property under 
Section 39 .

with hin is licence and sball, on demand produce for inspection such 
lieence before any staff ofthe forest, police or Revenue Department of the 
State, or an Officer apponited under subsection (1 ) of section 4 . 

(12). A licensee under this chapter shall maintain a record in Form 
No. 7 of the animals killed , captured ol wounded by him and such record 
shall be surrendered to the issuing officer as required by section 10 .. 

(13) Any licence granted under this chapter shall not be valid during 
the period of closed time declared under sub - section ( 1) of section 16 : 

19. Licensee to abide by rule. -A licensee under this chapter shall abide 
by these Rules and Conditions specified in the licence; 

20. Forfeiture of deposits:-(1) If the holder of the licence contravenes 
the provisions of Rule 17, he shall be liable to any or all of the following 
namely : 

(a ) forfeiture of whole or part of his deposit : 
(b ) payment of a fine not exceeding Rs. 1000 in each case; and 

(c) payment of compensation for damages of any loss caused by 
him , his agents or followers ;

( 2) Where shooting blocks have been determined under sub- rule (1 ), the 
Chief Wild Life Warden shall determine every year;

(7) Whenever any priocipal application is opposed it will be open 
to the other party to file a written objection before the Tribunal; but the 
same should be filed on the first date of hearing or on any other date to 
which the case may stand adjourned for the said purpose, unless the period 
is further extended by the Tribunal on an application submitted for the 
purpose . 

CHAPTER IV 

ADJOURNMENT OF HEARINGS 
23. Adjournmentofhearing .- (1) On the date fixed for hearing any 
proceeding or on any other date to which the hearirg may be adjourned , 
if it is found that notice to any party has not been served, fresh notice shall 
be ordered and the hearing of the case shall be adjourned to another 
convenient date . 

(2 ) If there is no sitting on the date fixed for bearing or if that day 
happens to be a holiday, the case posted for that day shall be adjourned to 


another date by the Tribunal and the adjourned date shall be notified in 
the Notice Board of the Tribunal over the signature of the Secretary . 

(3): The Tribunal may either suo-motu or on the application of any 
party and at any stage, adjourn the hearing of any proceeding to another 
date . 

(4) Every adjournment granted at a sitting shall be announced 
forthwith and any adjournment otherwise granted by the Tribunal shall be 
notificd in the notice board of the Tribunal over the signature of the 
Secretary . 

24. Eject of non - appearanca.- (1) When , on the date fixed for the 
hearing or on any other date to which the hearing may be adjourned , 
any party does not appear when the proceedin : is called on for hearir.g, 
the Tribunal may dispose of the proceeding on its merits hearing the 
party present, if any . 

(2) On the date fixed for hearing or on any other date te which 
the hearing may be adjourned , the appellant or the applicant shall 
ordinarily be heard first in support of the appeal or applicatio :1. The 
respondent, if necessary, shall be heard next and in such a case the party 
beginning shall be entitled to reply . 

25. Fresh evidence on appeal.- (1). The parties to an appeal shall not 
as a matter of right be entitled to produce additional evidence vhether 
oral or documentary before the Tribunal. But if: 

(a ) the authority from whose order the appeal is preferred "has 
refused to admit evidence which ought to have been admitted or ; 

(b ) the parties seeking to adduce additional evidence satisfies the 
Tribunal that such evidence, notwithstanding the exercise of due diligence 
was not within his knowledge or could not be produced by him at or before 
the order under appealwas passed or; 

1 
(c) the Tribunal requires any ducument to be produced and any 
witness to be examined to enable it to decide the case or ; 

• (d ) for any other substantial cause which in the opinion of 
Tribunal necessitates the production of such fresh evidence, the Tribunal 
may allow such evidence or documents to be produced or witness to be 
examined. 

(2 ) No order for admission of additional evidence shall be passed 
on the application of any party without affording an opportunity to the 
opposite party to be heard in the matter , 

(3 ) Where- additional evidence is allowed or directed to be 
produced , th : Tribunal shall record the reasons for its admission and shall 
specify the points to which the evidence is to be confind . 

(4 ) When eithe: party bas produced additional evidence, the 
opposite party shall be entitled to produce rebutting evidence: 

(5 ) Wherever additional evidence is allowed to be produced , such 
evidence shall be recorded on oath either at the Headquarters or at any 


initially 


other station which the Tribunal may fix for rceording of such ovidence or 
shall be recorded by appointment of a Commission as provided hereinafter 
in these Regulations. 

(6 ) It for any justifiable reason the witness whose evidence in the 
opinion of the Tribunal is found material and whose appearance before the 
Tribunal cannot be procured because of any disability or infirmity, it will 
be open to the party at whose instance snch evidence is to be recorded , to 
apply, to the Tribunal for appointment of a Commission for recording such 
evidence. The provisions of order XXVI Civil Procedure Code shall apply 
to such Commission . The Commissioner so appointed shall be an inde 
pendent person appointed by the Tribunal. 

( 7) The party at whose instance such witness is to be examined shall 
bear the cost of such Commission including his remuneration and if suck 
witness to be examined is at the instance of the Tribunal, such cost shall 
be borne by the party who is directed by the Tribunal to meet the same 

(8 ) Any cost of Commission so deposited shall form costs of the 
proceeding, unless the Tribunal otherwise directs. 

(9 ) The evidence of every witness examined before the Tribunal 
shall be taken down in writing on oath by or in the presence and under 
the personal direction and superintendence of the Tribunal. 

(10 ). Evidence recorded by a Commissioner shall also be on oath , 
taken down by him in his handwriting in the presence of the parties or 
their pieaders or agents and shall be signed by the witness and the 
Commissioner, as also by the parties or their pleaders or agents so 
present . 

26 Affidavit. - Every affidavit filed before the Tribunal shall be drawn 
up and authenticated in the manner prescribed by the Civil Rules of 
Practice for the time being in force. 

27. Judgment of the Tribunal.- (1) After the final hearing of every 
proceeding, the Tribunal shall pass its Judgment or order whether immedi 
ately or on some subsequent date. 

(2) Every order shall be dated and signed by the Tribunal; 
the scal of the Tribunal. 

28. Drawing up of decree. — Soon after the passing of its judgments or 
orders a decree shall be drawn up in terms thereof and such decree shall 
bear the signature of the Tribunal. 

29. Communication . The Secretary shall communicate the final 
judgments or orders, on all principal applications, to the parties and a copy 
of the same shall also be sent to the Registras, University of Kerala. 

CHAPTER V 
DEATH OR INSOLVENCY OF PARTIES 
30. Death of parties.-- If any party to a proceeding dies before the 
conclusion of the final hearing of the same, the Tribunal shall adjoùrn

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· further proceedings to enable the impleading of the legal representatives of 
the deceased . If the ay plication for impleading is not made within 90 days 
of the date of the death of the party, the proceedings shall abate as regards 
the deceased . Applications for impleading may be made by any party who 
in the opinion of the Tribunal is interested in getting final orders passed in 
the proceedings or by any legal representative of the deceased . There shall 
not be any such abatement if the party dies after the final hearing, but 
before passing of the finalorder, and notwithstanding such death the final 
order shall be passed and shall have effect as if it were passed before the 
death of the party , concerned except that in cases where reinstatement has 
been ordered the decree shall not be executed in respect of that relief. 

31. Effect of abatement.- Where a pending proceeding abates, no fresh 
proceeding shall be started by the party, person or legal representative on 
the same cause of action . 

32. Setting aside of order of abatement.-- Any person bound to apply for 
impleading the legal representatives of a party may apply within 60 days 
from the date of order ofabatement to set aside the abatement, and if it is 
proved that he was prevented from sufficient cause from continuing the 
proceedings, the Tribunal shall set aside the order of abatement. 

33. Decree against legal representatives.-- Where a decree is passed by 
the Tribunal against a party as the legal-representative of a deceased party 
and the decree is for payment of money, the decree shall be executed by 
attachment and sale of the assets of the deceased in the hands of the legal 
representative and all the provisions in the Civil Procedure Code relating 
to execution of decrees shall apply to such cases. 

34. Parties of unsound mind . - If during the pendency of an appeal or 
proceeding the appellant or any other individual who is a party to the 
proceedings becomes of unsound mind, he shall be represented in such 
appeal or proceeding by a guardian or next friend appointed by the 
Tribunal on the application of such guardian or next friend and the 
provisions of order XXXII of the Civil Procedure Code shall apply to such 
cases so far as such provisions are applicable. 
35 . 

Legal representative being minor etc.-- If the appellant or any other 
party dies and the legal representative to be impleaded is a minor or a . 
person -of unsound mind, the provisions of regulation 34 shall apply. 

36 . Parties adjudicated insolvent, In the event of the appellant or any 
other individual party to the appeal or proceedings being adjudicated as an 
insolvent by a competent court, and the subject matter of the appeal or 
proceeding involves a right to compensation , salary or other amounts or in 
other cases the subjectmatter of the appeal or proceeding involves monetary 
liability the officialreceiver in whom the assets of the insolvent vests will be 
entitled to continue the appeal or proceeding and shall be entitled to 
prosecute the appeal and execute the decree and to realise all amounts and 
f he is representing an insolvent respondent, the decree shall be executed 
ron, such respondent s assets in his hands. 


CHAPTER VI 
GENERAL POWERS OF THE TRIBUNAL 
37. Power to grant stay.- (1) The Tribunal shall have power to grant 
interim orders like stay, injunction or the like if the Tribunal is satisfied 
that in the interests of justice such orders are necessary . 

(2) In case the Tribunal grants an interim stay as hereinbefore 
provided such order of stay shall be communicated to the respondents or 
such of the respondents who are to be bound by such order . 

(3) Provisions of issue of notice and othef processes shall as a rule 
apply to the communication of such stay orders, unless the Tribunal for 
sufficient reason directs otherwise , in which case the stay order shall be 
.served through an Officer of the Tribunal on defraying the cost of such 
service by the party interested . 

(4 ) The stay order so granted will be in force till the conclusion of 
the case unless the Tribunal for reason stated vacates the stay order at the 
instance of any party interested in such cancellation . 

38. Interpretation of these Regulations. The Tribunal reserves to itself 
the power to interpret these Regulations and such interpretation shall be 
final.

39. Power to add , to delete or amend . - The Tribunal will have the 
power to add to delete or amend these Regulations with the concurrence 
of theGovernment. 

40. Power to remove difficulties.-- If any difficulty arises in giving effect 
to the provisions of these Regulations the Tribunal may , as occasion requires, 
do anything which appears to be necessary for the purpose of removing such 
difficulty . 

CHAPTER VII 

GENERAL 
41. Usage of forms. The forms in the appendix hereto shall be used 
with such variations as circumstances any require. 

42. Enlargement of time. - When any period is fixed or granted by the 
Tribunal for doing any act, the Tribunal may , in its discretion enlarge 
such period from time to time (except the period specifically fixed by these 
Regulations for principal applications like impleading legal representatives, 
restoration of proceeding and setting aside of abatements ) eventhough the 
period originally fixed or granted may have expired . 

43. Rights of persons claiming under a party .-- Where -any appeal may be 
preferred or application made or proceeding taken by or against any person , 
then itmay be preferred , made or taken by or against any person claiming 
under him . 

44 . Form and manner of serving of processes.- (1) Any notice directed 
to be given to any person shall be in writing and shall be served on such 
person by registered post with Acknowledgement Due. An acknowledgement 


g such 
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containing the signature of person served or an enclorsement by the postal 
authority to the effect that ihe notice was refused , shall unless the contrary 
is proved, be deemed to be sufficient to hold that the notice was effectively 
served . 

( 2 ) Summons to witnesses to be examined by the Tribunal shall be 
in Form 5 and shall be served on the witnesses by registered post with 
acknowledgement Due and all presumptions under sub regulation (1 ) 
regarding the service of notice shall be applicable to such service of 
Summons. 

(3 ) Where the Tribunal is satisfied that the addressee is evadi 
service of notice or summons, the Tribun i ?may direct that a copy of such 
notice or summons be affixed on its notice board and another copy on the 
outer door or some other con picuous place of the addressce s office 
or last known residence through any subordinate officer attached to the 
office of the Tribunal and such service shall be deemed proper and sufficient. 
The amount of travelling expenses, if any, payable to such officer as per 
rules applicable to him shall be deposited by the party who is interested to 
have such service effected through the Tribunal s Office and the amount so 
deposited shall also form part of the costs of the appeal. 

( 4 ) Every process shall bear the seal of the Tribunal and shall be 
issued over the signature of the Sccretary. 

(5 ) Service of process on pleaders or recognised agents shall also be 
in the same manner as on parties. 

45 Application of Civil Procedure Code. - Save as otherwise provided 
by the Act and these Regulations, the provisions of the Civil Procedure Code 
1908 and the Civil Rules of Practice for the time being in force shall , 
"Wherever necessary , with suitable variations, govern all proceedings before 
the Tribunal 

CHAPTER VIII 

MISCELLANEOUS 
46. Return of documents .- All documents produced before the Tribunal 
shall be got back from the Secretary on application by the party who 
produced them , within 3 months from the date of the final order of the 
Tribunal in the appeal petition if no petition under sub section (9) of section 
60 of the Act, lias been preferred before the High Court or if the petition 
under sub section (9 ) of section 60 of the Act has been filed before the High 
Court within 3 months of the date of disposal of the said petition by the 
High Court. 

47. Value of pre-appeal evidence. - Any evidence already recorded by the 
appropriate authority in the proceedings before it which has given rise to the 
passing of the order under åppeal, will form part of the evidence in the 
anpeal before the Tribunal and the Tribunal shall have the right to call for 
From the lanagements , Principal s or from any other persons or authorities 
including the University such records for the purpose of disposing of the 
appeal. 


48. Inspection of docomorik-(l) A party may be permitted to inspect 
any document recited or referred to in any proceedings and filed before the 
Tribunal therewith , on presentation of a -memorandum stating the 
proceedings of which inspection is required and inspection may be allowed 
at the discretion of the Tribunal but without the payment of any fee, during 
the pendency of such proceeding. 

(2 ) If leave for Inspection is granted , the inspection of the record 
shall be done by the party in the presence of the Secretary during office 
hours. 

49. Certified copies:-(1 ) Any person entitled to obtain a copy of any 
proceeding or document, filed in or in the custody of the Tribunal, may 
present an application in that behalf to the Secretary in form 4 . 

(2 ) Any person who is not a party to the appealmay oh application 
be granted a copy of the final order of the Tribunal with the written 
approval of the Tribunal. 

( 3) Copies of the minutes or notes of the Tribunal or other confidential 
papers shall not be granted .

further to amend the Registration Act , 1908 in its application to the State of Kerala 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedientfurther to amend the Registration 
Act, 1908 , in its application to the State of Kerala for the purpose hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title and extent.- (1) This Act may be called the Registration 
(Kerala Amendment) Act, 1978 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

2. Insertion of new section 80A. - After section 80 of the Registration Act, 
1908 (Central Act 16 of 1908 ), the following section shallbe inserted , namely : 

" 80A. Recovery of Registration fees in certain cases . If on inspection or 
otherwise it is found that the fee payable under this Act in relation to any 
document which is registered has not been paid or has been insufficiently 
paid or that the fee paid has subsequently been found to be insufficient due 
to the fact that the value of the property or the consideration , as the case 
may be, has not been truly set forth in the document, such fee or the difference 
between the fee paid and the fee due, as the case may be, may, on a certificate 
by the Inspector General of Registration or an officer authorised by him in 
that behalf, be recovered from the person who presented such document for 
registration under section 32 , as an arrear of public revenue due on land 
under the provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the timebeing in force : 

Provided that no such certificate shall be granted unless an enquiry in 
the prescribed manner has been held and such person has been given a reason 
able opportunity of being heard : 

Provided further that no such certificate shall be granted after the 
expiry of a period of three years from the date of presentation of the document 
under section 32." .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


According to section 80 of the Registration Act, 1908 (Central Act 16 
of 1908 ), all fees for the registration of documents shall be payable on the 
presentation of such documents . Therefore, the amount of fees has to bo 
calculated on the consideration or value as shown in the document. There 
is no provision in the Act to recover the fee or the deficiency in fee, subse 
quently, if on inspection or otherwise it is found that the registration feo 
payable in relation to a document has not been paid or has been insufficiently 
paid . Therefore, it is considered necessary to make a provision in the Act for 
the demand and recovery of the registration fee which escaped realisation . 

2. The Bill seeks to amend the Act in its application to this state , for 
the above purpose. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill, if enacted and brought into operation , would not involve any 
additional expendi from the Consolidated Fund of the State .

further to amend the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, in its application to the State of 

Kerala . 


Preamble .- Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Motor 
Vehicles Act, 1939, in its application to the State of Kerala , for the purposes 
hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title and extent.- ( 1) This Act may be called theMotor Vehicles 
(Kerala Amendment) Act, 1978 . 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State ofKerala . 

2. Amendment of section 15.- In section 15 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 
1939 (Central Act 4 of 1939) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 
in sub- section (1) , - . 

(a ) in clause (C), the word or shall be inserted at the end ; 

(b ) after clause (c ) as so amended, the following clause shall be 
inserted , namely : 

" (d ) is using or has used a motor vehicle for hire or reward without 
a valid permit," 

3. Amendment of section 58. - In section 58 of the principalAct, after 
sub - section (2A ) the following sub-section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ (2B) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -sections (1) and 
(2), the renewal of a stage carriage permit shall be effective only for such 
period , not exceeding one year, as the Regional Transport Authority may 
specify in the order renewing the permit.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


In the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 ( Central Act 4 of 1939), there is no 
provision enabling the licensing authorities to suspend the driving licenses 
ofdrivers of private motor cars used for hire or reward without a valid permit. 
Such a provision is necessary to curb the clandestine operation of private 
cars as taxis. Section 15 of the Motor Vehicles Act is therefore proposed to 
be amended for this purpose. 

2 . Under section 58 (1) of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central Act 4 
of 1939), a stage carriage permit is effective after renewal for a period of 
3 to 5 years as the Transport Authority may specify. Since this Government 
have committed itselfto speedy nationalisation of all routes as early as possible 
it has become necessary that the Kerala State Road Transport Corporation 
should be granted permits as and when need arises. At present the Transport 
Authority renews the permits for a period of 3 to 5 years and hence the process 
ofnationalisation of such routes will get hampered . Hence it is proposed to 
reduce the period of renewal of permits to one year or less, as the case may be. 

3. The Bill is intended to achieve the above objects. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM
